Whereunto he added 
an incredible Patience in Study. And 
therein ſtili perſiſted, when his Eye 
ſight ceaſed. He Writ many Books, 
upon various SubjeCts, ( that are now 
in mens hands ) containing in them 
nothing thats Vulgar either for Style 
or Argument, On all occaſions he 
was aconſtant Aſlertor of the Churches 
Right,and the Kings Prerogative,as well 
in their afflicted as proſperous eſtate. 
Alſo he was a fevere and vigorous op- 
poſer of Rebels and Schiſmaticks, A 
deſpiſer of Envy, and a man of undaun- 
ted Spitit. While he was ſeriouſly 
Jntent on theſe, and many more like 
Studies Death commanded him to be: 
ſilent, but could not filence his Fame; 


He died in the Sixty third 
year of his' Age. | 
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
